DESCRIBES GREAT 
BOMBARDMENT 


“We moved down to the trenches 
one day and went into it the next. 
You talk about a second hell, Shells 
and mines going up. Some places 
there was no trench at all as they 
would knock it down as fast as you 
could build it wp, ‘But they were 
getting it worse than we were, Our 
artillery put them over like a rou 
of thunder, We were detonating and 
fusing bombs and carrying them upd 
Talk about putting the fear of God 
ina man It was nothing to see some 
of the big rough fellows sit down and 
ery.” Such is part of the vivid de- 
scription of war somewhere in France 
as described by Frank Boreham in a 
letter dated May 12th to his brother, 
W. Boreham of 600 Sth Ave. N.B., Ed- 
monton South. Continuing, he says: 

“When we took over a new plece 
of line from the Imperials, some of 
them sald they hoped we would hola 
the line as a big attack was expected. 
They found out after that that we 
could hold cur own, One of our ser-. 
geants got mad at an over-anxious 
Imperial officer and asker him if he 
thought we were « bunch of ‘boys 
‘But some of them are jealous as the 
first division got the praise for break- 
ing the German lines when they tried 
to» break through at Ypres a year ago. 
They were there again. I have spok- 
en to a lot of old Imperial men who 
were there last year and they suy 
that the first contingent did not get 
any more praise than was coming ta 
them. ‘They call the 10th Battalion 
the (White Gurkas, 

“Well, I was taken il) with a bad 
headache, It grew worse, The doc- 
tor sent me to the transport lines 
where J lay in a tent for three days. 
1 ywas sent to No, 7 hospital in’ a 
special car. 1 was sure looked after 
well, I was under chloroform for | 
five days running. They inocculated 
me to kill the germs of this disease. 
I got over mine in two weeks. I have 
been able to walk a little and can 
eat like «a horse but they feed me 
up well, 

“T have ‘been here at No, 14 sta- 
tidnary hospital at Boulogne, Bass, 
Francs, fight on the beach, bat in 
an isolation compound for the disease 
is catching and we have to stay here 
till we‘are cured before going to the 
convalescent homes in England for 
six weeks or two months, I am get- 
ting on well but pny back is awful 
weak yet. There are eleven cf us 
here, but the time is long for we 
can't go outside the wired compound 
an’ can't mix with anyone else. Re- 
member me to all my friends there.” 


GET STEEL HELMETS 
SHRAPNEL PROOF 


“Tm having a fine time here,” 
{somewhere in France), writes A. J. 
Truax, who has a brother living at 
Beaver Lodge, Peace River country. 
“When we are out we do night fa- 
tigties and during the day we sleep or 
do what we please. The food js good 
and we hive lots of warm clothing. 
We wear long rubber boots when we 
are on a muddy job such as digging 
trenches. We have just got our steel 
helmets ‘which they say are shrapnel 
proof. We get cigarettes and tebaeco 
twice a week and a lot of rum in 
winter, which I don't like. In sum- 
mer we are to get lime juice instead 
of rum." Young Truax enlisted in 
the 35th Battalion when he was at- 
tending high school in Toronto, That 
was a year ago and he waa then only 
17... He has since been transferred 
to the 20th, 


TELLS OF LIFE 
OF SHORNCLIFFE 


A Very interesting letter written 
from Shorncliffe, England, by acting 
Sergt. Major Ek. Finnigan of the 56th 
of Calgary, was received this week 
by Sergt. Major Watts, who has been 
in charge of the recruiting of the 
21lth American Legion in the city. 
The smart discipline which the Cana- 
dian soldiers are subjected to on their 
arrival in England to prepare them 
for the many trials ahead at the 
front is very well described in the 
letter as well as the weneral life of 
the boys while at Shorncliffe. By the 
courtesy of Sergt. Major Watts the 
letter is published as follows; D, Com- 
pany, G@ Battalion; St, Martin's Plains, 
Shoracliffe, England, May 17th, "16. 
Dear Watts: Justa line to say that 
I received your letter and pleased to 
hear you are making out» good qwith 
the 21ith American Legion. There 
seema to be nothing bui rumors goin 
about the 5éth. We were pl bet 
to fave left Halifax on March 25th, 
but we only pulled up stream .for a 
Week till the first of April. We were 
On the Baltic; besides which were 
the Adriatic and the Empress of 
Britain.

U. OF A. ATHLETES 
FALL IN BATTLE 


Ernie Parsons Killed in Action. 
G. Roy Stevens and L. 8. 
McDonald Wounded 


The war is brought closer home to a 


good many sportsmen of the city with 
the news that Ernie Parsons, one of 
the greatest rugby players who ever 
dunned the moleskins in Alberta, has 
been killed in action G, ;Roy Stevens, 
a class mate of Parson's, an enthusi- 
astic sportsman aad a basketball and 
baseball player of ability, and L. 8. 
McDonald, outside wing of the Alberta 


champion rugby team, have been 
wounded. 
Ernie Parsons was the running 


halfback of the 1914 rugby team, the 
man who was largely responsible for 
the wresting of the championship 
from. the Calgary Tigers, He dodged 


his way through broken fields of 
tacklers, and gained’ yards for his 
team time after time. He was also 


famed as a baseball player and was 
captain of the Red Sox teain of 1913, 
city amateur champions, 

Parsons left Edmonton with the 
first Universities Compiny draft in 


May, 1916, just as last year’s baseball 
season began. He is the third of the 
famous 1914 rugby team to have made 
the supreme sacrifice. Lieut. Aylen 
ant’ Jock Parker have laid down their 
lives prior to him, 

Parsons was a quiet unassuming 
athlete, with worlds of ability and a 
gentleman, He was popular among 
his fellow athletes, and respected by 
his opponents. His death will leave a 
gap in the athletic life of Edmonton 
which cannot be filled. 

G. Roy Stevens, who is reported 
wounded—but it is presumed not 
seriously, as he sent the cable telling 
of the death of Parsons and the 
woune'ng of McDonald and himself— 
was closely identified with the athletic 
life of the University of Alberta. He 
was student manager and president of 
the University of Alverta Athletic As- 
sociation. He was a member of the 
University of Alberta basketball team, 
and was manager of the University of 
Alberta hockey team in 1914-1915 
season. He played baseball at the be- 
ginning of last season in the Borden 
Bearcats, 

L, 8. McDonald, was also a member 
of the University of «alberta rugby 
team that won the championship in 
1914, defeating the Calgary Tigers 
both in Edmonton and Calgary in the 
home and home series. He was a 
great tackler, fast on his feet and ferr- 
less, Ho {is a brother of G. H. Me- 
Donald, of the law firm, Magoon & 
McDonald,

The verdict, of the coroner's 
jury which inquired into the cir- 
cumstances of the fatal accident 
on Tuesday evening should arouse 
general attention.

The lessons both to cyclists and 
motor drivers, are plain, There is 
also a reminder that continuous 
watehfulness must be exercised by 
the authorities to keep street traf- 
fie within the bounds fixed by 
law. Of late on certain streets in 
the city drivers of automobiles 
have been showing a tendency to 
faster travelling than is consist- 
ent with public safety. There 
should be none of that in future. 


Some United States papers 
which have been friendly toward 
the Allied cause have been com- 
plaining that Great Britain was 
not taking large enough share of 
the fighting on land, Undoubted- 
ly the British share of the land 
fighting has been confined to a 
comparatively small area. That 
was unavoidable in the earlier 
stages of the conflict, for the war 
found the British Empire almost as 
unprepared for land defense as the 
United Stites is today, But the 
British line has lengthened as our 
armies have grown, and we are 
now holding more than a hundred 
miles of the battle line in France,

The theory that the people of 
England, Wales and Scotland are 
tyrannically refusing the estab- 
lishment of home rule in Ireland is 
nonsense, The people who are 
preventing the establishment of 
home rule in Treland are people 
who live in Lreland, and who have 
as good a right to their opinion as 
to how Ireland shall be governed 
as those residents of the island 
who want a parliament at Dublin. 
If Irishmen could settle among 
themselves what they want they 
would not want for it long, pro- 
vided it did not mean the break-up 
of the United Kingdom, 


The Toronto Mail and Empire 
thinks the poet who wrote about 
people being ‘‘knee deep in June”’ 
had refernce to mud. The Van- 
couver Province thinks June this 
year feels less like a season of 
roses than a season of frost-bitten 
noses. These little sidelights on 
the climatic felicities of the sup- 
posedly ‘‘favored’’ parts of Can- 
ada are interesting. They help to 
reconcile us to some of the items 
that have been on the local wea- 
ther program during the alleged 
spring months. These have not 
been such as to boast about, but as 
yet we are not wearing hip-boots 
or nose-bags. 


Advertisements are being pub- 
lished by the Provincial Govern- 
ment calling attention to the fact 
that the prohibitory Liquor Act! 
comes into force on the first day of 
next month, and summarizing the 
privileges continued and the re- 
strictions imposed under the new 
law. This by way of familiariz- 
ing the public—or as much of the 
public as may be directly concern- 
ed—with what is allowed and what 
is forbidden. The terms of the 
law are stringent. In some cases 
the penalties are severe. —Ignor- 
ance of the law is not a good = de- 
fense in court, It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that those who are in the 
habit of using liquor will note the 
prohibitory clauses as summarized 
in the advertisements, and make 
such further study of the act as 
may be necessary to a clear under- 
standing of what will constitute 
an infraction of the law. It is de- 
sirable and necessary that the law 
be enforced vigorously and im- 
partially. But it is not desirable 
that ignorance of the law should 
bring penalties upon people erring 
through misunderstanding and not 
intent. A violation of the law is 
a violation, and when it occurs the 
authorities have no proper alterna- 
tive but to prosecute, It is the 
business of the individual to know 
what the law is to the extent that 
is necessary to keep him from 
unintentionally transgressing.

That ia sup- 
plemented in some cases by asuigned 
pay. It was ogreed that the separa- 
Uon allowance and the assigned pay 
were not adequate support for the 
dependents undér the egisting condi- 
tions of the country, ang so the I’at- 
riotic Fund was otganized for the pur- 
pose of collecting money frém_ the 
public at large to suplement the se- 
paration allowhnce and the apsigned 
pay so us to bring the measure of sup- 
port available to the dependents of 
soldiers up to a point which, tn the 
words of the Patriotic Fund circular, 
wguld provide a decent living. 

La. wr I took the view which I 

proprse to express at the present time, 
name’; that while the Patriotic Fund 
organization if most desirable and 
inost necessary in order to deal with 
the special cases that continually 
arise in regard to dependents left: by 
soldiers who have gone to the front, 
it is not right or reasonable that these 
dependents should have to rely upon 
public subscriptions for any part: of 
that amount which ts recognized to be 
a necessary allowance for their sup- 
port. ‘ 
When the war broke out, of course, 
everything was done hurriedly, and it 
can easily be understood that every 
condition could not be adjusted at 
that particular time, But time has 
gone on, it Is a year and a half now 
since the war broke out, Conditions 
have developed that possibly were not 
expected to develop at the time, and it 
is found that the Patriotic: Fund is 
called upon to pay a fixed amount, 
forming part of the necessary allow- 
ance for the family and dependents 
of a soldier, without consideration of 
the extraordinary circumstances which 
frequently arise and which naturally 
would be dealt with by such an organ- 
ization as the Patriotic Fund, I find 
that in Eastern Canada there is a 
stated allowance from the Patriotic 
Fund to the wife of a soldier of $5 " 
month, In the western provinces the 
amount is very much larger. I main- 
tain that when, by experience, it has 
been demonstrated that a soldier's 
family requires an amount over and 
above the separation allowance and 
the assigned pay, that man’s separa- 
tion allowance should be increased to 
that amount and that the Patriotic 
Fund should not be called upon to 
meet that requirement. 

Until conditions had developed and 
become adjusted, the Patriotic Fund 
was created for the purpose of filling 
the gap between the government pro- 
vision and the requirements of da- 
pendents, but now that these require- 
ments have come to be recognized as 
established, I see every reason why the 
government's separation allowance 
should be increased so as to relieve 
the Patriotic Fund from that perman- 
ent liability, so to speak, which ts such 
w tremendous call upon the patriotiam 
and benevolence of the peyple of the 
country. 

* it has been said by the gentleman 
who so ably manages the Patriotic 
Fund that this fund is necedsary to 
intervene between the requirements of 
dependents and the arrangements of 
the government because conditions 
differ in the different provinces, and 
because the government could not 
make an arrangement whereby the 
separation allowance would be differ- 
ent in one province from what it is in 
another. That argument was perfect- 
ly good at the outbreak of hostilities 
when conditions were new, but now 
that conditions have become settled 
and adjusted, it is absolutely estab- 
lished that in British Columbia the 
family of a soldier require a certain 
fxed amount to give them a decent 
living, while in Prince Edward Island 
a certain less amount is required, The 
facts ¢ now thoroughly understood 
from end of the Dominion to the 
other and T maintain that the time 
has arrived when the Patriotle Fund 
should be relieved from that burden 
which it now carries and which is 
properly a part of the burden to be 
carried by the nation at large, 

I reeajl having heard the gentleman 
who is at the head of the Patriotic 
Fund suggest, as another reason for 
the existence of this fund, that it 
gave an opportunity to those who 
were not able to give personal military 
service to render service by the con- 
tribution of their wealth, their eurn- 
ings or their savings us the case might 
oo. bhat wu portoctly good posilion 
to take providing it is not pushed too 
far.

Mr. Schaffner: Would you increase 
the separation allowance?

Mr. Schaffner: Under the Patriotic 
Fund people do not receive the same 
amounts in different provinces. 

Mr, Oliver: No. 

Mr. Schaffner: Then how could the 
Government arrange that they could 
give people in one prov'nce a certain 
separation allowance and in another 
province another separation allow- 
ance? They could do that, could they? 

Mr. Oliver: Yes. After the declara- 
tion of war, when nothing was adjust- 
ed, when conditions had not settled 
down, there was possibly a very good 
reason for the use of this fund to in- 
crease the fixed allowance, and that 
reason I have heard stated by the 
president of the fund, but that condi- 
tion does not exist today. It is set- 
tled now that in British Columbia a 
family requires a minimum amount, a 
part of which is now provided by the 
Patriotic Fund. There is no reason 
why the Patriotic Fund should be 
called upon to supplement the present 
allowance In order that the minimum 
amount may he allowed. There jis mo 
reason why the Government should 
not provide a proper amount, 

Mr. Hazen: I understand my hon. 
friend to argue that the amount de- 
pendents of soldiers require for their 
Wants and requirements, over and 
abuve due assigned puy, separation ai- 
lowance and what they may get from 
the Patriotic Fund, should be suppli- 
ed by the state. If that is done, what 
is left for the Patriotic Fund to do? 

Mr. Oliver: The proper purpose of 
the Patriotic Fund is to take care of 
special circumstances that may arise, 
in which the requirements are over 
and above the ordinary. I need not 
say, after the discussiong my hon, 
friend and T have had on recent oc- 
casions, that these special cases come 
up by the hundred, and there is every 
reason for a Patriotic Fund for the 
benefit of these dependents. But apart 
from that, it is thoroughly understood 
that a certain fixed requirement ex- 
ists in British Columbia, for instance, 
and a certain fixed requirement in 
Ontario, and Prince Edward Island, 
and so on, and I say” that public 
benevolence and patriotism should 
not be callee on to meet that require- 
ment. It i a fixed requirement and 
should be met out of the public 
treasury. 

It is not fair, either to the soldier or 
his dependents, or the Service, or to 
the state, that the present condition of 
affairs should continue, Let me point 
out in this connection that it is recog- 
nized in many places throughout the 
country that the money is not col- 
lected on a fair basis. A county coun- 
cil will say: We will contribute so 
much to the Patriotic Fund, and wilt 
then proceed to raise the amount by 
taxation This is done by municipal 
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“FOXBORO” RECORDING GAU. 
GES and RECORDING THERMO. 
METERS for all purposes, 


and county councils throughout the 
Dominion; they meet their contribu- 
tions to the Patriotic Fund by levying 
a tax. I maintain that the time has 
come when the etate at large should 
levy the necessary taxation to mect 
those requirements, inst of calling 
upon the benevolence and patriotiam 
of the people. That is the view I de- 
sire to bring before the House, and 
desire to bring it forward very 
strongly for this reason, 

As the demands increase, and they 
must increase-—I fear ‘hat the next 
call for subscriptions to the Patriotic 
Fund will not meet with the same 
generous response that has been met 
with in the past; and certainly wo 
cannot afford to allow the dependents 
of our soldiers to fail to receive that 
contribution that waa the expectation 
of the soldier when he enlisted. When 
the soldier enlisted he expected his 
family to receive certain assistance: 
separation allowance, assigned pay, 
and a certain fixed amount from the 
Patriotic Fund. While that was not a 
legal and binding bargain T maintain 
that this country is bound in honor to 
see that every dollar of the money is 
paid, end that the allowance is kept 
up to what the soldier when he enlist- 
ed, understood his dependenta would: 
receive. I am sorry to say that dur- 
ing the past months, for reasons said 
to be good—and very likely good, be- 
cause it was believed the Patriotic 
Fund was not able to stand the strain 
that was being put upon it—there 
have been readjustments and a cer- 
tain scaling down of the allowance 
paid to the families of soldiers at the 
front. I need hardly say that a case 
of that kind leaves a very unfavor- 
able impression, It is unfortunate 
that cases of that kind should ever 
occur; but they do occur, and it cere 
tainly is not for the good of the cause 
that they should occur, 

T maintain that the state should 
fully discharge its obligations in re- 
apect of the dependents of soldiery at 
the front, and that the Patriotic Fund 
should take care of extraordinary con- 
ditions that may arise in regard to 
those dependent, -In that: respect it 
has a responsibility, and that is the 
only responsibility the . country at 
large should expect it to-feifl.

Sone time ago T wrote an article 
on “Saléemanship Jrom a ‘Consum- 
er's Standpoint.” 1 have received so 


many uests from business houses 
to Tepublish this that 1 have decided 
to rewrite it, make it more concise, 
and cast it in the form of Ten Com- 
mandments. 

lt is to ba kept in mind that these 
commandments are supposed to come 
from the consumer, and not from the 
sales expert, If you want to sell me 
or any other buyer goods, therefore, 
We pray, you to keep these command- 
ments. 

1, Be agreeable. Other things be- 
ing equal, I go to the store where the 
clerks try to please me, I buy clo- 
thing, typewriters, and automobiles of 
the man who acts as though he likes 
me. Exert yourself to make a plues- 
ing impression on me, please. I ap- 
preciate it. Hence, dress well. Un- 
tidy clothes mean you dont care what 
4 think of your appearance, But 
don't dress too well. That gives you 
an air of showing off. Dreap just 
tight. If you don't know how, find 
out, Cultivate a pleasing voice. Learn 
to converse entertainingly. Cut out 
all mannerisms. Give me the impres- 
sion of a gentleman, honest, square, 
anxious to please, and good natured, 

2. Know your goods, Don't let 
there be any question I can ask you 
relative to the manufacture, history, 
distribution, or uses of what you have 
to sell that you cannot answer. If 
you're selling typewriters, know all 
about all the kinds. If you're selling 
coffee, find ot All about where all 
sorts of coffee come from, and gl the 
points about them, Put in your spare 
time making of yourself an encyclo- 


pedia of information about your 
goods, 

3. Don't Argue. Go with me in 
your talk, not against me. Lead, 


don't Oppose. Don't show me where 
Il am wrong. Dodge a square issue, 
and show me ‘wherein you are right. 
Suggest. Don't antagonize. Argu- 
ment as a rule results in irritation, 
not conviction, 

4, Make Things plain. Don't ‘use 
any words I don't understand. You 
can explain the most complicated 
matter to a washerwoman if you 
know your subject perfectly and prac- 
tise using simple language. (Dont 
air your technical knowledge and try!

ELIMINATES WAR CLAUSE 


City of Montreal Docs Not Yncorporate 
Conditions in Bonds Like Alberta's 


The city of Montreal, which is offer- 
ing $2,000,000 20-year 6 per cent. 
bonds, is fighting shy of the war clause 
which figured in the highest bid for 
the Alberta issue of $2,000,000. That 
clause read approximately as follows:

Gne of the conditions of tendering 
for the Montreal bonds shuts out al- 
togother the consideration of bids con- 
taining such a clause, ‘The condition 
reads:

No tender for any 
part of the issue or for securities not 
precisely as described above or vary- 
ing the terms of payment and delivery, 
will be considered,”

NEW YORK, June 9,—Despatches 
to Dun's Review from branch offices 
of R. G. Dun and Companys, in leading 
cities of the Dominion of Canada, in- 
dicate that trade conditions continue 
venerally satisfactory and that distri. 
bution of #easonable merchandise 
shows considerable activity at © most 
centres, 

Montrenl reports a well maintained 
demand for dry goods, footwear, 
clothing, groceries and other staple 
conimodities for immediate use. and 
that orders for fall delivery are being 
placed quite freely,. Manufacturers as 
a rule are busy, and with labor fulls 
employed at high wages, a large am- 
ount of money is in circulation, and 
the people are spending freely for 
thelr requirements, 

Business at Quebec, in both whole- 
sale and retail lines, Is In very satis- 
factory volume, and merchants regard 
present conditions and future  pros- 
pects as extremely favorable... Notable 
activity prevails in many departments 
of trade at Toronto, more seasonable 
Weather stimulating the movement in 
humerous lines, and high prices hav- 
ing little apparent effect on demand. 
Practically all the leading industries 
are busy, and the feeling as to the 
futufe is unusually cheerful. 

In the West. 

In the far west and northwest, the 
situation continues to improve, and 
the movement of general merchandise 
makes a gratifying comparison witn 
that of the best previous years of this 
time, 

Winnipeg reports a substantinl vol- 
ume of business in most departments 
with a steady trend toward improve- 
ment shown by dry goods, furnishings, 
notions, clothing, shoes, groceries, 
hardware and other staples, 

Considerable activity now prevails 
at Calgary, prosperous conditiony 
among the farmers resulting in a 
brisk movement of seasonable mer- 
chandise and creating much confi- 
dence among the merchants, 

Wholesalers at Regina report a 
normal volume of business and im- 
proving conditions are noted by re- 
tailers in most lines, 

Conditions in Edmonton 

There is a very cheerful feeling 
manifest among merchants at Saska- 
toon. demand at that city including all 
Classes of commodities and showing a 
good gain over this time last year, 
Trade conditions at’ Edmonton are 
steadily improving and expectations 
generally are for a good volume of 
business during the summer, at least 
wholesale and rotail trade, 

At Vancouver conditions compare 

favorably with that of a year ago, al- 
though sales in some lines have been 
somewhat restricted by unseasonable 
weather. 
Gross earnings of all Canadian rail- 
roads reporting tg date for May show 
an increase of 52.3 per cent. as com- 
pared with the earnings of the same 
roads for the corresponding month a 
year ago. 

Commercial failures in the Domin- 
ion this week were 27, as against 34 
last week and 61 the same week last 
year, 


WINTER WHEAT GOT 
THROUGH ALL RIGHT 


Canada's first 1916 crop report is- 


sued-by the census and statistics office 
states that owing to the heavy fall of 


snow during March, which protected 
the young plants from. the spring 
frosts, the fall wheat is reported as 
being in exceptionally good condition 
at the end of April. In Ontario, where 
$20,600 acres were sown, as estimated 
last fall, not more than 56.6 per cent, 
is reported as winter killed, and in Al- 
berta, with 260,600 acres estimated as 
sown, the proportion winter killed is 
placed at 4.9 per cent, These propor- 
tions are lower than in any previous 
year on record for these provinces. In 
1914 the percentage winter killed was 
19 in Ontario and 15.6 in Alberta, 
while last year it was 6.8 in Ontario 
and 6.2 in Alberta. The area winter 
killed this year was 45,800 acres in 
Ontario and 12,800 acres in Alberta as 
egainst 71,000 acres in Ontario and 
14,300 acres in Alberta last year. The 
rea of fall wheat to be harvested this 
year is placed at 774,800 acres in On- 
tario 247,700 ucres in Alberta, $,400 
acres in Manitoba, 4,100 acres in Sas- 
Fatchewan, and 6,200 in British Col- 
umbia, being a total for the Dominion 
of 1,042,200 acres as against 1,208,700 
acres in 1915 and 973,300 acres itn 
1914, 
General Condition is Lower, 

The general condition of the crops 
at the end of April, which measured 
by the standard of 100 as representing 
a full crop, is 89 in Ontario, as com- 
pared with 83. For Ontario the figure 
was only surpassed last year and = in 
1910, The condition for the whole of 
Canada on April 30th was 88, which 
converted into a standard of 100 as re- 
presenting the uverage condition at 
the same periou for the seven years 
1909 to 19156 indicated a condition of 
108 or an anticipated yield per acre 
of 8 per cent, in excess of the seven 
years’ average, provided that condl- 
tions between now and harvest time 
are not abnormal, 

The proportion of hay and clover 
meadows winter killed proved to be 
unusually small, being only 3.6 per 
cent, for all Canada as compared witn 
10 per cent, last year, 14 per cent, in 
1914, and 22 per cent. in 1913, The 


average condition was 92 per cent, last 
year, 86.7 per cent. in 1914, 89.6 per 
cent.

Western Battalions Suffer to 
Serious Extent Euring the Week; 
More Heavy Guns Are Nee 


ded 


A correspondent writes saying that 
he started gardening two years ago 
aud so far has had very moderate 
success. He atates that his plants 
are stunted and the produce disap- 
pointing and would like to know what 
he can do to fmprove matters. ‘The 
trouble is that hig soil is sour, and 
until the soursess or acidity is cor- 
rected he will not be able to grow 
good vegetables or flowers, <A ‘very 
common procedure is to apply organic 
manure every spring under the im- 
pression that the preceding | year's 
crop has depleted the soll of good- 
ness, 

This is a wrong impression, for the 
decomposition of organic manure is a 
somewhat slow process, relying to a 
very great extent on the activities of 
the soil bacteria and if the conditions 


do not encourage the bacteria Shen 
the soil turns acid or sour, Some- 


thing, then, is sweded to neutralize 
the acidity, and the best thing for this 
purpose is lime which by entering 
into combination with the acids, forms 
a useful and readity available salt on 
which the plants feed and thrive. 
Also if potash is present in, insoluble 
form it will liberate it and render it 
available as plant food. In addition 
to its chemical action it also has a 
very beneficial effect on the physical 
character of soils. 

A sour soll is mostly wet and a wet 
soll is always cold. A dressing of 
lime will have the effect of making 
the soil workable and friable, thus 
adding considerably to the warmth 
of it. A simple method of testing for 
acidity in the soil is to obtain from the 
drug store a small book of “itmus 
paper and, placing a plece on a plate, 
cover with a small amount of the 
suspected soil and after the lapse of 
a couple of hours examine it, and 
should there be any. red coloring pre- 
sent it is a clear madication that it is 
acid and needs liming. 

There is an old saying that “Lime 
makes a rich father and a poor son,’ 
which means that an over application 
of lime tends to the final impoverish- 
ment of the soll; therefore do sot 
overdo it. Fifteen pounds to the 
square rod will generally be sufficient 
and the be; form is slaked quick- 
lime, Place. ii small heaps where 
most conveniv’.t for distributing over 
the grcund; a little water thrown on 
and then covered with earth, it will 
be ready for spreading at any time, 
but a calm, still day should be taken 
advantage of or much of it is likely 
to be carried away on the breeze, 

Lime can be applied either in the 
spring or fall, but manure should not 
be applied at the same time, 

If it is dug or plowed in, it should 
not ‘be done too deeply and it is better 
if it can, be managed to spread it on 
the surface and rake it well in; it will 
work its way down with the help of 
the rains, 

Club-root and finger and toe in 
cabbage and turnip will disappear in 
the presence of lime, and if applied 
in the fall it will destroy quite a host 
of insect pests whose eggs are depos- 
ited in the ground, 

ald Manures, 

any Sardeners prefer the old- 
fashioned liquid manure to the arti- 
ficial as a help to their growing vege- 
tables and flowers. Good liquid man- 
ure can paciens from horse, cow 
or sheep droppings: the two latter

EXODUS OF WEALTHY 


TO FOLLOW RULING 


All U.S. Securities WIN be Taxed In 
Britain or Deposited With 
Government. 


London, June 9—Americans domi- 
ciled here who are subject to the in- 
come tax must seli to or deposit with 
the British government their American 
securities under penalty of an extra 
two shillings tax, This information Is 
given to the Associated Press today by 
an official of the American dollar se- 
curitles committee, The ruling holds

Wesat”’ calls to mind the story of a 
little boy making mud pies in the 
gutter, He was entirely absorb- 
ed in his occupation. Mud, the 
bane of every housewif», the abom- 
ination of the hapless pedestrian, 
yet possesses an attraction for the 
boy, and holds him in its spell. 

He was very happy. 

A kindly and pious lady passing 
by, watched the little fellow as he 
became more and more besmeared 
with the object of his delight. 

“My boy,’’ she asked, ‘‘would 
you not like to be an angel up in 
heaven?”’ 

‘*No,”’ he replied, ‘*but T would 
like to be an angel down here in 
the mud.’’ 

He answered more truly than he 
knew. 

For the boy, earth held oppor- 
tunities, though infrequent, of 
thoulding creations of his brain in 
glutinous mud; to change this for 
a heaven, where everything was 
dreadfully clean, seemed wholly 
undesirable, Yet life presented 
certain limitations—a mother pre- 
judiced against mud was one 
which occurred to his mind, and 
there were others. 

To be an angel would be fine! 
But an angel on earth, an angel in 
the mud, able to go on for ever 
With unlimited time and unlimited 
mud! That conjured up a vision 
of bliss indeed, 

And the grown-up children of 
God could make no other answer, 
though our process of reasoning 
would be different. We may not, 
and we should not wish to leave 
the occupations of this world until 
our work is done. 

Angels in heaven have ceaseless 
opportunity of serving God, but 
while it is more difficult, it is also 
more glorious to be an angel down 
here in the mud, and the oppor- 
tunities of serving God are no less 
frequent. 

Surely there are many examples 
today of angelic patience, long 
suffering, prayerful waiting with a 
heart that throbs and aches with 
loneliness and apprehension; 
many examples, too, of loyal-heart- 
ed work for God and of simple and 
maybe sordid tasks of toil faith- 
fully performed down here in the 
mud, There never was such a 
time as this is forthe making of 
angels, and for the manifestation 
of those who are not. Never has 
there been such a revelation of the 
heart of man, such a_ sitting and 
dividing. 

“Under the stress and strain of 
present days one beholds a wost 
amazing spectacle. It is nothing 
less than the manifest and open 
display of hearts, either drawn 
more closely to God, or else alien 
ated, hardened, watouched, The 
¢loak of nominal Christianity is 
being plucked away, and souls are 
laid bare to the light of the sun. 

And on the continent of Europe 
talk of angels in the mud, there 
you will find them. There have 
beeu more angelic deeds of hero- 
ism, self-sacrifice and love done in 
the mud of the trenches than in 
any equal space of time in the 
world’s history. 

Here again is a sifting and divid- 
ing. A man cannot stay as ‘he 
Was mentally nor spiritually un- 
der the unparalleled experiences 
through which he'is going. Again 
and again do we hear from those 
who are in a position to know, that 
a great deepening of the religious 
instinct is taking place in the 
hearts of thousands of men,

nothing. We believe that he will 
bring that reality back with him, 
and will demand it of us, or spurn 
us as unworthy of the sacrifice

Let me conclude by giving an 
extract from a letter published by 
the same writer whose story we 
borrowed: ‘‘ While. crossing the 
channel on a cali day at the end 
of April, [ got into conversation 
on deck with a sergeant returning 
to the front after four days’ leave. 
We spoke of the wonderful ac- 
tivity and vigilance of our navy, 
which allowed us to make the 
pasaye from Folkestone to Bou- 
logne in perfect safety. . . . . 
Then we talked of the war in gen- 
eral and of our hopes of what 
would be gained afterwards. The 
sufferings and the losses would be 
terrible, perhaps far greater than 
we yet realise. 

‘*And I put to him the question: 
‘For what purpose is all this 
waste? What can make it bear- 
able?’ wondering what he would 
answer, Immediately, almost be- 
fore the words were out of my 
mouth, came his quick, unhesitat- 
ing reply, ‘No single life is wasted. 
It’s not waste. It is sacrifice, It 
is for the sake of the children, — It 
is going to make the world a far, 
far better place for them than it 
has ever been for us.’ I looked 


up again at the man’s eyes, and 
saw his grave sincerity. I saw the 
hero’s spirit under his calm ex- 


terior. He had already been at 
the front. He knew the worst. 
Ife had faced the whirr of bullets 
and the shriek and long sigh of 
the shell. And he was going back 
to face it again willingly, almost 
gladly—not expecting to return a 
second time—for the sake of the
